Spangler failed to teach or suggest for a mapping means for mapping 
pixel data in the second range specified by the specifying means among a 
plurality of pixel data to the first range, and generates second image data 
composed of the mapped pixel data; a binarization means for binarizing the 
second image data generated by the mapping means based on a threshold value 
regulated in the first range to generate a third image data. As cited in claims 1 
and 11 .
